SEVENTH TEXAS LEGISLATURE, THIRD CALLED SESSION:

1. GREG ABBOTT, Governor of the State of Texas, by the authority vested in me by
Article III, Section 40, and Article IV, Section 8, of the Texas Constitution, do hereby
present the following additional subject to the 87th Texas Legislature, Third Called
Session, for consideration:

Legislation establishing that no entity in Texas can compel receipt of a COVID-19
vaccine by any individual, including an employee or a consumer, who objects to such
vaccination for any reason of personal conscience, based on a religious belief, or for
medical reasons, including prior recovery from COVID- 19.
